REDUCING THE CENSUS FORCE, 

‘Within a few days a large reduction will be 
made in tbe force at present employed in the 
census bureau. ‘This reduction is made nec- 
essary by the insufliciency of the appropria- 
lion forthe current fiscal year, and because 
the present force cannot’ be profitably 
employed in continuing the work which 
remains to be done. The cost. of 
maintaining the present force is about $17,000 
permonth, andthe entire aprropriation for 
the current year is only $100,000. A list of 
90 names of persons, whose services are no 
longer required was sent tothe secretary of 
the interior to-day, and when approved by 
him, the discharges will be made. The pres- 
ent force in the census bureau numbers 195, 
and it is proposed to cut 1t down to 100. At 
one time there were nearly 1,800 persons 
carried on the census bureau pay-rolls.

Denial of Malicious S'atements Concerning the Trien- 
nial Conclave. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—Tue following 
document has been issued by the triennial 
conclave committee: San Francisco, Ca)., 
July 12, 1883.—-To Knights Templar through- 
out the United States: Whereas, the officers 
of Columbian commandery Nol, of New York 
city, issued on June oth, a circular to the 
effect that the commandery had 
abandoned its contemplated trip to 
San Francisco, for the alleged reasons 
that its committee, after months of labor in 
perfecting this pilgrimage, have been unable 
to obtain hotel accommodations in San Iran- 
cisco. Inducements were heid out by the 
committee of arrangements of San Irancisco 
that all who came to the triennial conclave 
would be provided with hotel accommoda- 
tions, ‘but this means the indiscriminate hera- 
ing of a large number in hallways, rooms,ete. 
Various attempts have been made by i: 
committee, demanding contracts for quarters, 
guaranteeing friends proper care and atten- 
tion. ‘These attempts have failed, and rather 
than subject those who might join the pil- 
grimage to exorbitant demands, to _ in- 
conveniences, and _ the discomfort of 
former assemblages, they have sounded 
the hall, and shall proceed no further in 
efforts to attend the triennial conclave. Now 
in reply to the foregoing, we desire to say in 
emphatic language that it is entirely untrue, 
asin April arrangements were made between 
the triennial committee and the memcers of 
Columbian commandery, clothed with fill 
powers asa committee of one, by which a 
first class bouse wassecured for their accom- 
modation, and has ever since and is now held 
in resetve for that purpose. In this connec 
tion we desire, in refutation of the false and 
malicious statement that extortion wolud be 
practiced during the sojourn of the Sir 
Knights and their families in this _ city, 
that there will be ample and 
comfortable accommodations for ail who may 
come, as the committee has under con'rol, 
outside of ali the principal hotels, 
the very best and fullest accommodations at 
regular reasonable rates, and that 
there is not now nor will there be the slight- 
est disposition towards practicing extortions 
on the part of the citizens of San Francisco, 
nor has there been such disposition or intent 
manifestedat any time. There will be room, 
plenty of room, ior thousands of Sir Knights 
and their families. They will be treated 
with every courtesy, liberality and kindness, 
The city will be gay in holiday attire, the 
procession Will be a magnificent one, and the 
decorations perfectly elegant.

‘Tne people will revoltagainst and 
punish any attempt at, much less than the 
absolute fact of extortion. It will be an era 
bright in the life of each and every one par- 
ticipating. This statement is published to the 
world under and by authority of the triennial 
committee, as set forth in a resolution unani- 
mously adopted at a meeting held last even- 
ing. This is signed by George C. Perkins, 
grand commander, and Hiram T, Graves, 
secretary of the triennial committee. 
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A BURNING STEAMER. 


Situation at Sea—The Crew Narrowly 
Suved. 

Havana, July 13.—An Eaglish steamer has 
just arrived outside this harbor with intelli- 
gence that the steamship Niagara, of New 
York, andthe Cuba mail steamsbip company 
which left New York on the 7th inst. for this 
port, has been burned off the coast of Flori- 
da.

| The Closing of the Tewksbury Investizgation—Gov. 


Butler Exhibits the Kelle. 

Boston, July 15 —Counsel Brown, for the 
defense, made his closing argument in the 
Tewksbury alms house case thismorning. Af- 
ter the recess Governor Butler made his final 
argument. He began by asking that none of 
his .friends appiaud him, saying he wou'd 
take -the plaudits four months hence. 
He declared that institution at Tewks 
bury had been managed on a wrong principie 
for twenty-five years, because it was 1n charge 
of one family all that time. He then re- 
viewed the testimony at great length in his 
most.caustic fashion. He produced the tanned 
human skins which had been exhibited before.

Four Men Crushed to Death—Two Fatal Explosions 
Killed by Lightning. 


Lemont, Ill., July 15.—The Eureka Stone 
quarry, situated four miles south of this city, 
was the scene of another tragedy yesterday 
afternoon, caused by the falling of a heavy 
derrick while raising a block of stone weigh- 
ing three tons. One of the wire guy ropes 
snapped, causing the derrick to fall among a 
crowd of fifty workmen, fourof whom were 
eaught directly under the heavy timber and 
instantly killed. This isthe second occurrence 
of the same character within a week.

THE COLORED MEN OF TEXAS. 

Astin, July 15.—The colored men’s state 
convention, before its final adjournment, 
adopted an address to the people. It con- 
eratulates the state upon the friendly rela- 
tions of the races in Texas; assumes that the 
few cases Of wrong and oppression upon the 
colored people are exceptional, and that the 
great body of the whites are friendly: con- 
derins lynch law; asserts that as railway pas- 
sengers, negroes are badly treated: says they 
do not want in this matter to ask for social 
equality, but will freely accept 
social separation with equal ac- 
commodations on the trains for the 
same pay; advises their people. to discharge 
ignorant and immoral teachers and preachers, 
whose teachings and example keep supersti- 
tion and vice alive; discourage immigration 
from the state, and even county to county, 
unless for the best of reason: recommends 
the purchase of lands and homes and the 
production of home comforts and the neces- 
saries of life before procucing articles for sale, 
and that young men should be encouraged to 
learn trades, counsels local organizations to 
encourage all these aims; advises against 
petty litigation. and recommend teachers and 
leaders to encourage friendly relations with 
the whites. The closing paragraph lets the 
republican party know that the colored peo- 
pie remain solid in that organization. 

ISIANA COLORED BAPTISTS, 

New Orveans, July 12.—The Pieavune’s 
Baton Rouge special says: The Louisiana 
Colored Baptist State convention met here on 
the 10th and will adjourn.to-morrow. One 
hundred and ninety eight delegates are pres- 
ent, representing 107 churches, and, in addi- 
tion to these, four district associations, each 
containing twenty-five to tifty churches. The 
convention represents a membership of 50,000 
The convention decided to immediately send 
a missionary of Africa. 

"SOME ZEALOUS SPECIMENS, 

GALVESTON, July 13.—Governor Ireland has 
received letters from five colored persons of 
Marion county, complaining of the recent 
lynching of two negroes, alleged to have been 
guilty of raping a white woman in that 
county. The letters say that several young 
men have been likewise lynched, and that 
the county judge and county officers 
would) not protect them from lyncb 
law. They appeal to the governor for 
protection, and threaten to take the law in 
their own hands if the demand not com- 
plied with. The governor's reply regrets that 
the law is not allowed to have its full sway.

THE YOUTHFUL TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Who were Sentenced for Seventy Years, Make their 
Facape. 

LittLeE Rock, July 13.—The escape of Jesse 
Monroe and William Cox, who were convict- 
ed of robbing the Iron Mountain passengers 
and sentenced to seyenty years in the peni- 
tentiary, bas created a sensation throughout 
the state. For some time past the two men 
have been employed in the coal tines near 
Coal Hill, a station on the line of the Little 
Rock and Ft. Smith railroad, 100 miles west 
of this place. Sunday last they over- 
powered the guard and succeeded in 
gaining the adjacent woods, where, after a 
vigorous search, no trace of them could be 
found. Pursuit is being made, but so far 
without result. Two suspicions are ad- 
vanced: One is that friends outside planned 
the flight and had disguises and horses in 
readiness, and that the fugitives mounted 
and tled toward Texas, going through Caddo 
Gap. Another is that they disguised them- 
selves and boarding an east or a west-bound 
train on the Fort Smith road got out of the 
county undetected. The rezion where they 
were enrployed comprises a large tract 
mountainous country, affording every oppor- 
tunity for such escapes and for successfully 
eluding pursuit. The crime for which they 
were convicted was committed in September, 
]881. Cox, Monroe and Delaney boarded the 
cars at Hope, Ark.., robbed the passengers 
and the express, getting from $15,000 to $13,- 
000. The robbers were mere boys 
from sixteen to etghteen years. They were 
captured two or three weeks later, but not all 
the money was recovered. The bulk of the 
treasure was buriedin a thicket near the scene 
of the robbery, and though the robbers pointed 
out the hiding place of the most of 
money a good portion yet remains concealed.

Four Cases Removed From the Vega off Ship Island—

WasHINGTON, July

| DeCassagnac Challcngea Ferry toa Due!l—A Meeting

LONDON, July 13.—A dispatch from Hong 
Kong, dated 1’th instant, reports that Ton- 
quin isin a state of anarchy. The French 
have captured and hanged many marauders, 
bands of whom hovered about and flred upon 
Nevertheless the latter are 
still fired on nightly.
